Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 8, 1 0-1 2, 1 4-1 5,24, 26-27, 35, 37,39-43, 45-47, 54-56, & 58-59 are 
allowed over the prior art of the record. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

After further search and consideration it is determined that the prior art of record 
neither anticipated nor renders obvious the claimed subject matter of the instant 
application as a whole either taken alone or in combination, in particular, prior art of 
record does not teach " depositing a hafnium nitride layer comprising flowing Nitrogen 
and argon atoms into a chamber simultaneously wherein said chamber contains said 
substrate and a hafnium target" as recited in claims 8, 24, 35, & 40 and "simultaneous 
flowing of both nitrogen and argon gases into the vacuum chamber" as recited applicant 
argument page 11. 

Claims 10-12, 14-15, 26-27, 37, 39, 41-43, 45-47, 54-56, & 58-59 are also 
allowed as being directly or indirectly dependent of the allowed base claim(s).
